lance with God's immenſe and infinite Mercies, he caſt the Fetters 
off, wherewith the Devil had made him faſt, became Conqueror, 
and finiſh'd his good Courſe. Nor has the Scripture furniſh'd us 
with theſe Examples alone, to preſerve us from ſplitting on the 
dangerous Rocks of our harden'd Hearts ; but by his Commands, 
God calls us continually, and forewarns us of our Deſtruction. To 
day if you will bear his voice, harden not your Hearts, as in the day of 
temptation in the Wilderneſs, Plalm 95.

When we have 
the moſt incens'd him, then ought we moſt carefully to look to oli 
ſelves, molt diligently and courageoufly to refiſt all Temptations 
preſent, and mot birterly lament our eaſie yielding to thoſe paſt 
Which ſo miſerably overcame us; fo ſhall we be able to give a m 
nifeſt Teſtimony of our perfect Change: For nothing more pr 
vokes bur Lord than our Obilinacy and Denial to return into 0 
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right. way, For to do Ill is but Humane Weakneſs, to perſevere Di- 


abolical Malice. | Confider how horrid a thing it was, which we 


read in the Prophet, that Judah call'd back in the Race of her vile 


W horedoms, would not return to the Lord. Fer. 3. 7. 4ng T ſaid, 


after ſhe: had done all theſe things, turn thou unto'me ; | but ſhe returned 
not. The Lord ſtriyes with us, to ſhew how mereifully he is en- 
clin'd to our Salvation, many are his Promiſes to thoſe who return 
into the right way, forfaking the Meanders and By-paths of Ini- 
quity, When he'[aw:ifrae!'s' Promiſes of Repentance, that they be-

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Bere, which before was concealed :-I anſwer, tu diſcovery is. the 
Luſtre of Repentance, the Honour, the Trophy of it; at the worſt, it 
is but the Scar of a heal'd Wound after the V:&ory.of a Battle, Hows 
ever, if jt be interpreted an Inſamy, it is only by depraved Men, 
ſuggeſted by damn'd Spirits. It is a Dignity. in the eſtimate; of 
the blefſed Saints and Angels, and all good Men. Phocion appre- 
hended the Praiſe of a vile Perſon to be a Reproach, a ſcandal. 
Hie that Repents is well near Innocent: Nay, ſometimes a Failing 

and Return is a prompter to a ſurer hold. St. Ambroſe obſerves, 
that St. eter's Faith was ſtronger after his Fall than before; ſo as 
he doubts not to ſay, that by his Fall he found more Grace than be loſt.
